When the Hosey administra- 
tion took charge of the water works 
department three years ago last Jan- 
uary 1—at the same time the board o£ 
public works assumed control of the 
department, succeeding the old board 
of trustees—the department had on 
hand a balance of just $133.75 and still 


diana the sum" of $5,000 for extension 
of mains from • Lakeside to the Indi- 
ana School for Feeble-Minded and vi- 
cinity. In those days the department 
couldn't think of undertaking to build 
these mains with its own money and 
the. state, anxious to secure protection, 
advanced the money. 


"At that time, -when .the Hosey ad- 


ministration came into control, the wa- 
ter works reservoir was in bad shape. 
These were the condition of things in 
this department o'n January 1, 190C. 
What has occurred during the follow- 
ing three years? 
You all know we 


ha-ve the cheapest water rate In the 
state, and this rate hasn't been raised, 
but in these three years we have paid 
off the note of $8,800. the state has 
been paid in full,, the reservoir has been 
repaired and enlarged so that Its ca- 
pacity is a third niore than it was, at 
ah expense of about $28,000: the No. 
3 pumping -station has been built at an 
additional cost of $24,000, and between 
fifteen and sixteen miles of new water 
mains have been laid during that time. 


Improvements Paid For. 


"Today Fort Wayne, in the respect 


o£ Its water supply, is better- fixed 
than ever in its history. 
Mains have 


been laid in 'every street in the city 
where sufficient revenue could be in- 
sured from patrons, 
For this water 


works is a business proposition anc 
mains that could not be other than a 
losing proposition are not put down. 
, "Gentlemen, I have said that these 
things have been done and I want, to 
tell you that everything has been pate 


for (applause). Between $32,000 and 
$33,000 were expended last year in the 
ixtension of water mains, and at the 
beginning of this year, after everything 
had been paid for, there was' a cash 
balance on hand-in'the water works 
fund of $17,42S.-11. 


"We estimate that there will be a 


cash balance on'hand this year of-from 
$35,000 to $40,000, and that despite the 
fact 
that seven • or eight miles o£ 


mains have been laid this year, that 
many additional fire hydrants have 
been located and that the administra- 
tion proposes to double the number of 
hydrants on Calhoun street when that 
street is improved. All this has been 
done on your little ten cent rate on 
the thousand gallons.-. Of course the 
foundation was laid years ago .when 
the waterworks bonds were issued. 


Recommends Payment. 


"And 
I have recommended to the 


mayor that 
$24,000 
of these bonds, 


which fall due this fall, shall be paid 
for out of the funds on hand, and it 
can be done without hampering the 
waterworks department, which 
will 


have $35,000 to $40,000 on hand and 
mora coming- i,n at the first o£ the 
year. 
On the other hand, it would 


have been possible for anyone to fool 
away $25,000 to $35,000 a year in this 
department and nobody be any the 
wiser.

"Of late a great deal has been said, 


at least by one paper, about appoint- 
ments. 
If you listen to it you think 


all is fixed. If you're -willing to take 
my word—and if not I will give you 
my affidavit—I have not made a sin- 
gle promise of position to anyone. I 
want to take that matter calmly and 
carefully. I will consult - my friends, 
and I shall strive to make my selec- 
tions so that every nationality and 
walk of life may be represented and 
that all must be qualified.

Noted Viennese Specialist 


Declares Rail Magnate

Vienna, Oct 1.—The nature of B. H. 


Harriman's fatal illness is described in 
detail by an Austrian specialist, Prof. 
A. von Strumpell, who treated the rail- 
road magnate in Vienna. In a letter 
to'a professional friend which fount 
its way into the columns of the Vienna 
Keue Freie-Presse • Prof, von Strum- 
pell says that, according to reports 
of Mr. Harriman's state of health as 
furnished by the patient's own med- 
ical advisers, he was suffering from a 
peculiar form of spinal disease known 
as chronic spondylitis. 


An examination made in Vienna by 


means of Roentgen ray apparatus con- 
firmed this diagnosis, and accordingly 
Mr. Harriman was ordered to take the 


j cure in the Summering Hills and at 
Gastein. 


"Afterward." the professor goes on. 


"quite independently of spinal trouble, 
symptoms 
of a stomachic 
disorder 


arose." which seemed to me suspicious 
and malignant 


"At Gastein Mr. Harriman improved 


noticeal-:y. and we began to hope that 
after all our apprehensions might prove 
to be unfounded. But by the end of 
July the stomachic 
trouble 
became 


worse, and when I re-examined the 
patient at Salzburg on Aug. 3 there 
was unfortunately no room for doubt 
as regards the diagnosis. 


"\Vc doctors all agreed from the be- 


ginning that the case was not one for 
an operation. The trouble manifested 


tself in an exceedingly secretive way; 
there was no trace .of any palpable 
swelling. 


"In order to make quite sure, I ad- 


rised Mr. Harriman to enter the Neu- 
Wittelsbaek sanitarium, near Munich, 
where a most thorough examination of 
the state of the stomach was made. 
Here the diagnosis of stomach carci- 
noma became a certainty. Prof. Fried- 
rich Muller, an eminent specialist of 
Munich, concurred in this view, also in 
the opinion that an operation could 
not be performed. • - 


"Mr. Harriman was a doomed man. 


No scientist in the world could have 
saved him. 
All we could do was to 


make the end of his life as free from 
suffering as possible. 


"On his departure 
homeward 
Mr. 


Harriman expressed himself as exceed- 
ingly gratified at the treatment he had 
received, but we all knew he was a 
dying man."
